He  was  born  in  Johannes- 
burg during  native  uprisings.  Continued 
native  trouble  caused  the  star's  father,  who 
was  engaged  in  survey  work  there,  to  send 
Basil  and  his  mother  to  England  as  soon 
as  the  baby  was  able  to  travel.  During  the 
World  War,  Rathbone  saw  four  years  of 
service,  emerging  with  a  lieutenancy  and  a 
military  cross. 

Richard  Leibert,  who  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  country's  outstanding  organists, 
is  also  earning  a  reputation  as  a  composer. 
In  addition  to  his  "Arabesque,"  which  is 
being  used  in  the  current  stage  show,  he  has 
had  manv  other  pieces  published.  They  in- 
clude religious  compositions,  piano  novel- 
ties, organ  selections,  as  well  as  popular 
numbers.  Mr.  Leibert  devotes  most  of  his 
spare  time  skimming  through  the  waters  of 
Long  Island  Sound  in  his  sailboat.

•  The  symphony  from  which  these 
two  movements  are  taken  was  the 
last  musical  utterance  of  Peter 
Ilyitch  Tschaikowsky — and  prob- 
ably his  greatest.  Critics  and  the 
musically  great,  including  the  mas- 
ter Rimsky-Korsakow,  consider  it 
so,  at  any  rate.  And  even  the 
little,  self-effacing  creator  of  this 
eloquent  masterpiece  called  it  "the 
best,  especially  the  most  open- 
hearted  of  all  my  works."  The  shy, 
grey-bearded  composer  himself 
conducted  the  world  premiere  of 
the  symphony  in  St.  Petersburg, 
in  1893.  The  first  audience  reac- 
tion was  the  opposite  of  enthusi- 
astic, but  time  and  hundreds  of 
audiences  that  have  since  heard 
the  work  the  world  over  have 
proved  Tschaikowsky  right.  At 
its  first  performance,  also,  the  com- 
position was  just  called  "Sym- 
phony No.  6,"  but  Modest,  Peter 
Ilyitch's  brother,  appropriately 
dubbed  it  the  "Pathetique,"  with 
the  composer's  hearty  approval, 
and  so  it  has  been  programed  ever 
since  everywhere  it  is  played — 
one  of  the  best  beloved,  most  dra- 
matic and  eloquently  melodic 
musical  creations  inspired  in  the 
mind  of  man.

[This  is  one  in  a  series  of  articles  about 
neighbors  of  the  Radio  City  Music  Hall.] 

As  you  wind  your  way  through  the  maze 
of  multi-colored  buildings  at  the  New  York 
World's  Fair  you  can't  fail  to  see  in  the  dis- 
tance a  mammoth  revolving  cash  register. 
Mounted  on  a  railroad  turntable,  this  larg- 
est register  in  the  world  thrusts  its  impos- 
ing seven  stories  high  above  surrounding 
structures  and  indicates  the  Fair  attendance 
figures  for  the  day.  This  total  is  changed 
every  ten  minutes  or  so  to  correspond 
with  the  ever-mounting  turnstile  records. 
Here,  indeed,  is  the  "Cash  Register  of  To- 
morrow." 

It  is  the  imaginative  and  dramative  pre- 
sentation of  the  National  Cash  Register 
Company,  main  offices  of  which  are  located 
in  the  Associated  Press  Building  in  Rocke- 
feller Center. 

A  cash  register  in  itself  seldom  creates  in 
one's  mind  a  picture  of  romance.  But  a 
cash  register  on  the  counter  of  a  shop  on  the 
"Road  to  Mandalay"  instantly  stirs  the 
imagination.  At  the  Fair,  National  Cash 
Register  has  a  shop  on  the  "Road  to  Man- 
dalay" and  many  more  exhibits  depicting 
far-off  lands. 

Around  the  building's  base  are  interior 
and  exterior  displays  from  which  one  gets 
a  dramatic  picture  of  the  research,  engineer- 
ing and  manufacturing  endeavors  that  have 
figured  in  the  world-wide  prominence  of 
National  Cash  Register  products. 

On  the  exhibit  tour  to  far-off  corners  of 
the  world,  the  most  impressive  scenes  are 
those  in  realistic  life-size  that  recreate  the 
atmosphere  of  shops  of  the  "Far  North," 
the  "South  of  the  Equator,"  "The  Ancient 
Nile"  and  others.  These  shops  were  mod- 
eled by  Dr.  James  L.  Clark,  who  has  rein- 
carnated elephants,  tigers,  dinosaurs  and 
other  prehistoric  curios  for  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History. 

An  expert  staff  under  the  direction  of 
Murray  Roper  has  worked  for  a  year  to 
create  the  illusion  of  life  in  the  papier- 
mache  manikins  which  are  astoundingly 
human. 

The  National  Cash  Register  "Shops  of 
the  World"  are  a  study  in  contrast.  There 


is  a  raw-boned  merchant  in  the  Far  North- 
ern window,  a  dark-skinned  native  in  the 
shop  on  the  "Road  to  Mandalay,"  a  stout 
middle-aged  woman  in  "Along  the  Ancient 
Nile,"  and  a  "Midwesterner  on  a  Vacation." 
All  are  realistic  to  the  slightest  detail  of 
figure. 

Throughout  the  National  Cash  Register 
exhibit  one  is  impressed  with  the  painstak- 
ing detail  which  can  be  found  in  each  of 
the  displays.  There  are  exhibits  of  all  kinds 
of  machines  for  mechanized  record-keeping 
and  descriptions  of  the  mechanical  service 
organizations  available  the  world  over. 

In  one  of  the  most  interesting  exhibits 
are  shown  the  7,857  parts  that  go  into  the 
manufacture  of  a  modern  National  Cash 
Register,  together  with  the  finished  product. 

The  displays  were  designed  not  only  to 
interest  the  business  man,  but  also  to  con- 
vey to  millions  of  shoppers  the  safeguards 
that  are  theirs  when  they  buy  in  stores 
using  National  equipment. 

The  National  Cash  Register  Building, 
designed  by  Walter  Dorwin  Teague,  is 
located  at  the  head  of  the  Amusement  Zone.
